Foreign Minister Julius Cur- 
tius today told the reichstrat 
that Germany, after setting 
her financial house in order, 
may be compelled to invoke 
measures of safeguard pro- 
vided in part eight of the 
Young plan to bring about allevi- 
ations permitted under the .plan's 
terms. 


These measures, it is recalled, 


refer to a moratorium and the 
convening of a special advisory 
committee. 


At the same "-time the foreign 
minister assured the world that 
Germany does not intend to tear 
U»> the Young plan or depart from 
its provisions; that the German 
government fully realizes how far 
reaching such invocation of the 
Young plan's aileviatory provisions 
would be, and that hence it would 
resort to it only if the burdens 
became such that the German peo- 
ple were in danger of being rob- 
bed of theit social and 
moral 


foundations. 
He devoted the second part of 
an address to the assembled rep- 
resentatives of Germany's states 
and provinces to an extended re- 
ply to Premier Tardieu of Franco 
concerning disarmament. 
It was 


hla first public pronouncement of 
policy since the elections of Sep- 
tember 14 which saw so large a 
fascist gain in the Renchstag.

TWISTED PLANE WRECKAGE AS 


FATE OF AIRLINER IS TOLD

Three bodies,and a pile of wreck- 
age, found yesterday in the Teha- 
chapi foothills north of here, re- 
vealed the fate of a nourthbound 
Pacific Coast Airmail plane, caught 
in storm and fog early Tuesday. 


Flavius A. Donaldson, 
veteran 


pilot who served in the army air 
corps during the world war, was 
at the controls Monday night when 
the Pacific Air Transport plane left 
here for Oakland. With him were 
George Rogers, mechanic, and Miss 
Gean Markow, who was celebrat- 
ing her 18th birthday with a flight 
to Portland, Ore., to visit friends. 
The ship carried 319 pounds of 
mail. 


Radio messages sent by Donald- 


son to the transport base here 
chronicled the flight until'2:07 a. 
m., Tuesday. 
At that time, after 


a fight with winds, snow and fog, 
he reported he could gain no more 


than 
9,000 feet 
altitude, 
barely 


1,000 feet above the highest peaks 
there, and was circling helplessly 
over Tejon, where a small emer- 
gency field lay hidden by snow 
and fog. 


For 43 hours the fate of the craft 


was unknown.

Newsom, cowboy, stumbled upon 
the broken mass.

The bodies of the girl and the 


mechanic were found near the spot 
where the plane first struck. Don- 
aldson's body was encased in the 
twisted metal of the plane which 
had plowed to a halt 500 feet away 
on the gently sloping plateau. 


There had been no fire. 
Aviators found indications that 


ice possibly had formed on the 
wings of the plane, forcing H to 
earth. 


Donaldson was born at Milford, 


Iowa. All the victims lived in Los

after the panic of 1837. 


Democratic defeats fol- 


lowed the panics of 1857 
and 1893, while Cleveland's 
election in 1884 followed a 
financial crash. 


Exceptions to 
the rule 


were the Republican victory 
in 1876 within three years 
of a panic during a Republi- 
can administration, the elec- 
tion of President Taft a year 
after the panic of 1907 and 
the Coolidge landslide in 
1924 while the country was 
recovering from the business 
depression 
of 
1920 
and 


1921. 
The latter two ex- 


:eptions may be accounted 
for, respectively, by Taft's 
having had the backing of 
Roosevelt, who was then at 
the height of his popularity, 
and the opposition of that 
chronic loser, William Jen- 
nings Bryan, and by Cool- 
idge's 
succession to

presidency after President 
Harding's death.

STRONG MERCHANT MARINE 


NEEDED TO CARRY AMERICAN 
FARM PRODUCTS OTHER PORTS 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 18.— 


fP)—Importance of a strong mer- 
chant marine to the agricultural 
nterests of the American farmer 
and the folly of dependence on_^ a 
commercial rival to carry American 
'arm products was emphasized to- 
day in the address of T. V. O'Con- 
nor, 
chairman 
of 
the United 
States shipping board, before the 
>4th annual convention of the Na- 
tional Grange. 
Mr. O'Connor used the 
world 


war as an illustration in pointing 
out his conclusion that the do- 
mestic shipper will be "left in the 
lurch whenever stronger interests 
call foreign vessels elsewhere." 
"The fact that foreign ships," 


said Mr. O'Connor, "cannot always 
36 depended on to serve American 
nterests gives 
us 
one of the 


strongest arguments for building 
up a merchant marine of our own. 
Another, almost as strong, Is that 
the operation of a fleet of mer- 
chant ships under the American 
flag tends very materially to sta- 
bilize ocean freight rates, which 


otherwise would be fixed 
arbi- 


trarily by foreign carriers of our 
export and Imports." 


The task of disposing of govern- 


men-owned shipping facilities and 
auxiliaries was explained by Mr. 
O'Connor. As the result of these 
efforts, he said, the bulk of Amer- 
ican shipping now is in private 
hands, with the day not far dis- 
tant when private capital will own 
and operate the entire American 
shipping Industry. 
"Under private ownership," said 


Mr. O'Connor, "the American mer- 
chant 
marine, 
enlarged 
and 


strengthened by the addition of 
fast new vessels made possible by 
the merchant marine act of 1928, 
will be able to render the Ameri- 
can farmer even better service 
than he Is receiving today. 
The 


merchant fleet needs the patron- 
age of the American farmer and 
•traveler and we expect the farm- 
ers to do their share, for they 
realize 
how 
very 
important a 


strong merchant marine. is to the 
agricultural interests of the Unit- 
ed States.
